May Sit Several Months. 


Washington, Ju ly 27.—The precept 
to the Schley court of inquiry, which 
the navy department has been prepar­ 
ing for several days, has been given 
to the public. 
It is a document ad­ 
dressed to Admiral Dewey, as presi­ 
dent of the court, instructing him 
concerning the matters to be investi­ 
gated. 
While it directs that the “ en­ 
tire matter” of Admiral Schley’s con­ 
duct during the operations in West J 
Indian waters shall be Investigated, . 
making use of the very words em- i 
ployed by Admiral Schley in his let­ 
ter to Secretary Long, it also selects 
certain distinctive acts of the rear ad- j 
miral, concerning the facts and pro­ 
priety of which it calls for particular 
investigation. 
These 
points 
cover ) 
briefly Admiral Schley’s alleged delay 
with the flying squadron at Cienfue- 
gos, tile slowness of his progress to­ 
ward Santiago after leaving Cienfue- 
gos, the renegade movement toward 
Key West, the effectiveness of the 
bombardment of the Spanish fleet at 
the ranges used In the ^connoissance 
of May 31, the state of the coal supply 
on various ships when he telegraphed 
the department that he would return 
to Key West, the loop of the Brooklyn 
at Santiago, the accuracy of his re- j 
ports and matters relating to the con­ 
troversy between him and Comman- j 
der Hodgson over the alleged eollo- j 
q u v which is said to have taken place j 
aboard the Brooklyn when the loop 
was made during the naval engage- j 
ment off Santiago. 
W ith the excep­ 
tion of the last two counts the others 
practically sum up the criticisms of 
Admiral Schley’s conduct 
made by 
Secretary Ix>ng to the senate, which 
the 
secretary 
characterized 
as 
Schley’s “ reprehensible conduct ** 


One of the important Points 
In the precept us the direction to tho 
court to report in its conclusions “ all 
the pertinent facts which it may deem 
to be established, together with opin­ 
ion and recommendations 
in 
the 
premises.** 
Judge Advocate General Leady, who 
has been designated a3 judge advo­ 
cate of the court, now will proceed at 
the preparation of his case. 
He will 
examine all documents and prepare a 
list of witnesses. 
I he court probably 
, will sit for several months, more than 
likely until after congress convenes in 
December. 
Judge Leerily has not yet decided 
who the witnesses before the court 
will be. They m ay be taken from the 
navy, from the army or from civil 
life— for undoubtedly some

able, in view of a recently published

May Sit Several Months. 


Washington, July 27.—The precept 
to the Schley court of inquiry, which 
the navy department has been prepar­ 
ing for aeveral daye, has been given 
to the public. 
It le a document ad­ 
dressed to Admiral Dewey, as presi­ 
dent of the court, Instructing him 
concerning the matter* to be Investí- 
Sated- 
While It directs that the "en­ 
tire matter" of Admiral Schley’s con­ 
duct during the operniioos in West 
Indian waters shall be Investigated, 
making use of the very words em­ 
ployed by Admiral Schley in bis let* 
ter to Secretary Long, It also selects 
certain distinctive acta of the rear ad­ 
miral, concerning the facts and pro­ 
priety of which It calla for particular 
investigation. 
These 
points 
cover 
briefly Admiral Schley’s alleged delay 
with the flying squadron at Cienfue- 
goe, the slowness of hit progress to­ 
ward Santiago after leaving Clenfue- 
gos. the retrogade movement toward 
Key West, the effectiveness of the 
bombardment of the Spanish fleet at 
the ranges used In the reconnolssance 
of May SI, the state of the coal supply 
on various ships when he telegraphed 
the department that he would return 
to Key West, the loop of the Brooklyn 
a t Santiago, the accuracy of his re­ 
ports and matters relating to the con­ 
troversy between him and Comman­ 
der Hodgson over the alleged collo­ 
quy which is said to have taken place 
aboard the Brooklyn when the loop 
was made during the naval engage­ 
ment off Santiago 
With the excep­ 
tion of the last two counts the others 
practically sum up the crtttcisma of 
Admiral Schley's conduct 
made by 
Secretary !x>ng to the senate, which

secretary 
characterised 
as 
Schley's "reprehensible conduct." 
One of the important Points 
In the precept is the direction to the 
court to repon In Its conclusions "alt 
the pertinent facta which It may deem

Judge Advocate General Lemly. who 
baa been designated as Judge advo­ 
cate of the court now will proceed at 
the preparation of his cane.

W hen lie takes a walk, he can 
use a three cornered hat of black felt 
tasseled with jet. 
When In rochet and 
mozetta outside a church, be wears a 
red felt hat. 
When he Is in his cappa 
and 
under a canopy, 
he dons the 
pontifical hat. 
In the Corpus Christi 
processions he has a large bat of straw 
covered w ith rod silk and bound with 
a ribbon of jet and gold. 
H e does not 
wear It. 
One of his suit carries it be­ 
fore him. 
W h ile In Rome etiquette does not al­ 
low' a cardinal to walk. 
H e must have 
a carriage and pair. 
When lie goes out 
beyond the citj* walls, an attendant fol­ 
lows him. 
Going to a public ceremony 
at the Vatican lie is entitled to a gala 
train of these carriages and if a prince 
to four. 
Ile is preceded by four servants in 
livery embroidered with his arms, the 
first carrying his hat, the second his 
cushion and the third his red silk um­ 
brella. 
H e is accompanied by Ids sec­ 
retary in black, with a silk mantle, and 
a train bearer In a cassock of violet 
silk w ith buttons of black velvet, a 
girdle of violet silk and a crocla or vio­ 
let woolen coat w ith silk facings and 
short wide sleeves. 
This cont lins a 
tippet forming in front a long pocket 
for the cardinal’s breviary aud the 
documents he takes with him to the 
Vatican. 
Ile also has a gentleman in 
the costume of Henry I I of France 
carry his berretta. 
In the pope’* chapel the cardinals 
kneel at the benches on which they sit. 
They w ear at ceremonial functions a 
cassock w ith a train of cloth in winter 


j and of moire in summer. Collars, shoes 
aud stockings are red. The girdle is of 
red moire with gold tassels, the rochet 
of lace and the mozetta tile same a s, 
the cassock. 
In Rome the rochet is 
covered with a red manteletta. 
Out­ 
side the city it Is uncovered. 
The hat 
is red felt with gobi tassels. 
A cardinal’s walking dress is always 
a black slmarra or cassock without 
train, with tippet and false sleeves. 
The cording and buttons are of scarlet. 
As Cardinal Martinet!! is a member of 
the Augustinian order this w ill be the 
color also of his ordinary costume like 
♦lie habit of the order, but the skull­ 
cap, berretta and bat are alw ays scar 
let. 
The cardinals di curia, or those re­ 
siding In Rome, are entitled to a year­ 
ly Income, or piatto cardinalizio, of 
32,000 lire, about $i>.400, which is paid 
out of the Peter’s lienee. 
The cardinal 
dwelling ordinarily has these special 
apartm ents: At the entrance is an an­ 
techamber for the domestics. 
Above 
a credence are the arms of the cardinal 
under a canopy. 
On the w all are sus­ 
pended his two kneeling cushions, one 
of red and the other of violet silk, and 
his two umbrellas of the same colors. 
These last ar** for covering him when 
he is making a solemn entry into a 
church or following the viaticum bare­ 
headed. 
The second room is for the 
cardinal’s secretary. 
The third is call­ 
et! the antechamber of the berretta, be­ 
cause the red Iierretta is placed there 
on a console before a crucifix. 
Then 
comes the throneroom. 
When a cardinal asserts that the 
pope has said this or thnt or bas given 
such an order, be must lie believed on 
bis word without being 
obliged to 
prove I t 
This is called the orueulum 
vlvae vocls. 
Cardinals should be 30 years of age. 
•When the sacred college is complete. 
there are TO cardinals—namely. G bish­ 
ops, 50 priests and 14 deacons. 
C ar­ 
dinals of rn lower order have, with tbs 
consent of the pope, the right of op­ 
tion to pass to a higher order, 
The 
deacons can choose the vacant places 
bf the cardinal priests if they have 
been deacons for ten jeers arid bare 
been ordained to the priesthood. 
The 
senior cardinal priest present In Rome 
when one of the six bishoprics fall va ­ 
cant has the option to succeed to It. 
with the exception of the sees of Ostia 
and of Porto, which are reserved for 
the dean and the eubdean of the sa­ 
cred college.

When Mgr. M arfioelll received his 
ted cap on May a he attained to a sin­ 
gular privilege, that of turning the pic­ 
ture of the pope with Us face to the 
krall. But It can l*e done only once, and 
he most die to have it done. This is 
how It happens: 
! in a cardinal's residence the principal 
apartment, called the tbroncroom. Is 
draped In red. In the place* of honor is 
hung the' portrait of the rrtgning .pope 
under a red silk canopy fringed with 
gold. There is on armchair on the floor 
reversed or turned to the w all thus re­ 
served until the pope should visit the 
cardinal. 
When the cardinal to dead, his coffin 
Is placed for notne hours beneath this 
canopy, and the picture of the pope is 
turned with its face to the wall. 80 
with the official red hat that the pope 
w ill give Mgr. M artinelll when tin* lat­ 
ter goes to Borne some time hence to 
he Invested with tin* full plenitude of 
¡his office. He can never wear It again. 
It w ill be put pn his coffin and then 
hong op In the church of his title till 
bis successor Is appointed. 
But he w ill have four other hats to 
wear. 
When ho takes a walk, he can 
oae a three cornered hat of black felt 
tasseled w ltli Jet. When In rochet and 
mosetta outside a church, he wears a 
red felt hat. 
When he Is in his cappa 
and under a canopy, he dons the 
pootifical hat. 
In (lie Corpus Christ! 
processions he has a large hat of straw 
covered w ith ret! silk and bound with 
a ribbon of Jet and gold. He does not 
wear it. One of his suit carries It be­ 
fore him. 
White In Rome etiquette does Dot al­ 
low a cardinal to walk. He must have 
a carriage and pair. When he goes out 
beyond the city walls, an attendant fol­ 
lows him. Going to a public ceremony 
at the 'Vatican he Is entitled m a gala 
train of these carriages and if a prince 
to four. 
He Is preceded by four servants In 
livery embroidered with his arms, the 
first carrying his hat, the second bis 
cushion and the third his red silk om­ 
bre fia. He 1» accompanied by tils sec­ 
retary In black, with a silk mantle, and 
a train tiearer In a cassock of violet 
silk with buttons of black velvet, a 
girdle of violet silk and a crocla or vio­ 
let woolen coat with silk facings and 
shcrt wide sleeves. 
This coat has a 
tippet forming lo front a long pocket 
for the cardinal's breviary and the 
documenta he takes with him to the 
Vatican. 
He also has a gentleman In 
the costume of Henry II of France 
carry his lierretta. 
In the pope’s chapel the cardinals 
kneel at the benches on w hich they s it 
They wear at ceremonial functions a 
cassock w ith a train of cloth In winter 
and of moire In summer. Collars, shoes 
¡and stockings are red. The girdle Is of 
red motre with gold tassels, the rochet 
of lac#' and the mosetta the same as, 
the cassock. 
In Rome the rochet li 
covered w ith a red manteletta. 
Out­ 
side the city It la uncovered. The hat 
to red felt w ith gohl tassels. 
A cardinal's walking dress Is always 


a black slmam» or cassock without 
train, with tippet and false sleeves. 
The cording and buttons are of scarlet. 
As Cardinal M artinelll Is a member of 
the Auguatlnian order this w ill be the 
color also of his ordinary costume like 
the habit of the order, but the skull­ 
cap, berretta and hat are always scar­ 
let. 
The cardinals di curia, or those re­ 
siding In Rome, are entitled to a year­ 
ly Income, or platto cardinalixto. of 
32.0U0 lire, about ffi.400. which is paid 
out of the Peter's pence.

F ath er 
Jacqu et, a Jesu it priest, has traveled 
over th e sagebrush plaius nm! through 
the thick wooded m ountain valleys of 
eastern W ashington an d Idaho, ed u cat­ 
ing the uaked savages of th a t region 
to civilization and religion. 
H e is now 
on his w ay to build the first Catholic 
chaped and tile first C atholic hospital 
for th e rough m iners of the new est and 
most n o rth ern placer cam p 
in 
tile 
world. 
F a th e r Ja c q u e t will be th e first C a t h ­ 
olic priest to have charge of Nome as a 
parish. Before him F attier D reka m ade 
occasional 
trips from 
St. 
Michael's. 
I ^ s t F e b ru a ry F a th e r D reka w as on 
his w in ter Journey from St. M ichael's 
to Nome. 
T he great blizzard w hich 
claim ed so m any victim s overtook him. 
W ith the priest was a n a tiv e lad who 
had acted as a guide an d helper. 
A fter 24 hours’ con stan t struggling 
in the face of the b itter w ind the boy 
becam e exhausted. The priest w rapped 
him In a blanket and d rew the sled 
through the fast deepening drifts. Tw o 
days and tw o nights the blizzard raged, 
and the old priest struggled on with 
the dying boy. On the m orning of tile 
third day the priest craw led into a call- 
in on the o utsk irts of Nome. Tile boy 
on the sled had long since died. Tile 
priest, his face frozen an d black, w as 
a t last reports from Nome in a dying 
condition. 
F a d e r Ja c q n e t will finish the work 
F a th e r D reka had attem p ted to begin 
at Nome. T w e n ty years as priest in the 
w ildest country of the north w est has 
fitted F a th e r Jacqu et to u n derstand the 
w ay s of the roughest m iners an d of the 
m ost ignorant natives. T w e n ty years 
ago he left his studies in London to 
tak e a parish iii W ashington and Id a­ 
ho. F o ur tribes of naked In d ia n s and 
the w ildest of w estern m iners consti­ 
tuted th e m em bership of ids flock. The 
form er w ere in tractable and sullen. 
T he la tte r tolerated t lie black robed 
visitor w ith an am used an d half con­ 
te m ptu ou s curiosity. 
F a th e r Ja c q u e t w ent first to work 
am on g the savages. S um m er and w in­ 
ter he lived in their tepees. The work 
w as difficult beyond th** ti lling, and til** 
h ard sh ip s w ere more terrible titan man 
is often called upon to endure. But F a ­ 
th er Jacq u et converted the Indians, 
and be aw o ke th e lonely w hites to a 
realization of the religion they had for­ 
gotten. 
Ile built chapels and 
later 
founded churches In the sm all settle­ 
m ents. 
As these later grew to tow ns 
oth er priests caille to take charge, but 
am ong th e old pioneers F a th e r Jacquet 
w as alw ay s most 
loved of nil 
the 
clergy. 
Y ears of privation an d exposure on 
the fro ntier finally sowed the seeds of 
disease in the p riest’s constitution 
D u ring the p ast tw o or th re e w inters 
he has sought the clim ate of California. 
At the springs of Paso del Robles he 
has undergone tre a tm e n t for nervous 
rheum atism , w hich has kept him on the 
rack of keenest torture for w eeks at a 
tim e. F ro m one of these sieges of ill­ 
ness he departed a short tim e since for 
this city, w here lie took a steam er for 
the w ind sw ept n o rth ern beach, the 
scene of his future labors.

th a t th e man lias sought his death. 
W hen men have reasoned w ith him on 
the subject. F a th e r Ja c q u e t has sh ru g ­ 
ged his shoulders.

A fter 20 years in the tepees of west­ 
ern Indians F ather Aloysius Jacquet, 
with IkkIj racked by rheumatism, is 
How on his way to frozen Nome, in 
which wild camp he will be the first 
regular priest. 
Since 
1SS2 
Father 
Jacquet, a Jesuit priest, bas traveled 
over the sagebrush plains and through 
the thick wooded mountain valleys of 
eastern W ashington and Idaho, educat­ 
ing the naked savages of that region 
to civilisation aud religion. 
He is now 
on his way to build the first Catholic 
chapel and the first Catholic hospital 
for the rough miners of the newest and 
most northern placer camp 
in 
the 
world. 
F ather Jacquet will be the first C ath­ 
olic priest to have charge of Nome as a 
parish. Before him Father Dreka made 
occasional trips from St. Michael’s. 
Last February F ather Dreka was on 
his winter journey from St. Michael’s 
to Nome. 
The great blizzard which 
claimed so many victims overtook him. 
W ith the priest was a native lad who 
had acted as a guide and helper. 
After 24 hours’ constant struggling 
in the face of the bitter wind the boy 
became exhausted. The priest wrapped 
him in a blanket and drew the sled 
through the fast deepening drifts. Two 
days and two nights the blizzard raged, 
and the old priest struggled on with 
the dying boy. On the morning of t lie 
third day the priest crawled into a cab­ 
in on the outskirts of Nome. The boy 
on the sled had long since died. Tile 
priest, his face frozen and black, was 
at last reports from Nome in a dying 
condition. 
F ather Jaequet will finish the work 
F ather Dreka had attempted to begin 
at Nome. Tw enty years as priest in the 
wildest country of the northwest has 
fitted F ather Jacquet to understand the 
'w ays of the roughest miners and of the 
most ignorant natives. Twenty years 
ago he left his studies in London to 
take a parish in W ashington and Ida­ 
ho. Four tribes of naked Indians and 
the wildest of western miners consti­ 
tuted the membership of his flock. The 
former were intractable and sullen. 
The latter tolerated the black robed 
visitor with an amused and half con­ 
temptuous curiosity. 
F ather Jacquet went first to work 
among the savages. Summer and win­ 
ter he lived in their tepees. The work 
was difficult beyond the telling, and the 
hardships were more terrible than man 
is often called upon to endure. But F a ­ 
ther Jacquet converted the Indians, 
and he awoke the lonely whites to a 
realization of the religion they had for­ 
gotten. 
Ile built chapels and later 
founded churches in the small settle­ 
ments. As these later grew to towns 
other priests came to take charge, but 
among the old pioneers Father Jacquet 
was always most loved of all the 
clergy. 
Years of privation and exposure on 
the frontier finally sowed the seeds of 
disease in the priest’s constitution. 
During the past tw o or three winters 
he bos sought the climate of California. 
At the springs of Paso del nobles he 
has undergone treatment for nervous 
rheumatism, which has kept him on the 
rack of keenest torture for weeks at a 
time. From one of these sieges of ill­ 
ness he departed a short time since for 
this city, where he took a steamer for 
the wind swept northern beach, the 
scene of his future labors. Many say 
that the man lias sought his death. 
When men have reasoned with him on 
the subject. Father Jacquet bas shrug­ 
ged his shoulders. Perhaps he thought 
at such tftnes of tile motto of Ins order, 
“For the Greater Glory of God.”

In St. M atthew's parochial school, Con­ 
shohocken, he fir.ishe I Ins academic 
education at Tremont academy, Nor­ 
ristown, a private school conduet*d by 
the late John VV.

bor and the safe guidance of the ships. 
It is apparent that Catholicity has so 
molded tile habits and practices of tile 
jx'ople that the spirit of religion enters 
Into their daily avocations. 
So it is 
that the feast days of the saints he­ 
roine tin* festivals of the country. Judg 
lug from the crowded churches on 
Sundays and P ast days, the Peruvians 
ar** a devout nation. 
This sentim ent, 
especially among the women, shows 
Itself in the often setnlrellgious char­ 
acter of their dress, the close resem­ 
blance which the blue, brown or pur­ 
ple garments bear to th** religious or­ 
ders with which they are for a time as­ 
sociated either as a fulfillment of some 
vow or as an act of recognition for 
some favor accorded by heaven. 
Tlu* las! days of holy week are ob­ 
served with great solemnity.

Ail 
persons appearing upon the streets are 
dressed In black, and Lima is a city of 
mourning and prayer. 
Many of the churches are beautiful, 
although their mode of decorating is 
distincfively foreign. 
Theft* stimies of 
the blessed Virgin and the saints are 
dressed in black or purple garm ents of 
silk or velvet and look like Spanish 
dowagers of centuries ago. 
The cruci­ 
fix is often crowned with real thorns.—

Father 
Jacqoet. a Jesuit priest, has traveled 
over the sagebrush plains and through 
the thick wooded mountain callers of 
eastern Washington and Idaho, educat­ 
ing the naked savages of that region 
to civilisation and religion. 
He Is now 
on bis w ay to build the first Catholic 
chapel and the first Catholic hospital 
for the rough miners of the newest and 
most northern placer camp 
in 
the 
world. 
Father Jacqoet w ill lie the first Cath­ 
olic priest to have charge of Nome as a 
parish. Before him Fattier Dreka made 
occasional trips from fit. Michael's. 
Last February Father Dreka was on 
his w inter Journey from St. Michael's 
to Nome. 
The gnat blizzard which 
claimed so many victim s overtook him. 
W ith the priest was a native lad who 
had acted as a guide and helper. 
A fter 24 hours* constant straggling 
In the face of the bitter wind the boy 
became exhausted. The priest wrapped 
him In a blanket and drew the sled 
through the fast deepening drifts. Two 
days and two nights the blizzard raged, 
and the old prieat straggled on with 
the dying boy. On the morning of the 
third day the priest crawled Into a cab­ 
in on the outskirts of Nome. The boy 
on the sled had long since died. The 
priest, his face frozen and black, was 
at last reports from Nome In a dying 
cond'tlon. 
Fatner Jacqoet w ill finish the work 
Father Dreka had attempted to begin 
at Nome. Tw enty years as priest in the 
wildest country of the northwest has 
fitted Father Jacquet to understand the 
ways of the roughest miners and of the 
most Ignorant natives. Tw enty years 
ago he left his studies in London to 
'take a parish In Washington and Ida­ 
ho. Four trllies of naked Indians and 
the wildest of western miners consti­ 
tuted the memliershlp of his flock. The 
former wen» Intractable and sullen. 
The latter tolerated the black robed 
visitor w ith an amused and half con* 
temptuons curiosity. 
Father Jacquet went first to work 
among the savages. Summer and win­ 
ter he lived In their tepees. The work 
was difficult beyond the telling, and the 
hardships were more terrible than man 
Is often called upon to endure. But Fa­ 
ther Jacquet converted the Indian*, 
and he awoke the lonely whiten to a 
realization of the religion they had for* 
gotten. 
He huilt chapelt and later 
founded churches In the small settle­ 
ment:*. As these' later .grew to town» 
other priests catne to fake charge, but 
among the old pioneers Father Jacquet 
was alw ays most loved of all the 
clergy. 
Tears of privation and exposure on 
the frontier finally sowed the seeds of 
disease In the priest’s constitution. 
During the past two or three winters 
be has sought the clim ate of California. 
A t the springs of Faso del Bottles he 
has undergone treatment for nervous 
rheumatism, which lias kept him on the 
rack of keenest torture for weeks at a 
time. From one of these sieges of Ill­ 
ness be departed a short time since for 
this city, where be took a steamer for 
the wind swept northern beacb. the 
scene of bis future laltors. Many say 
that the man lias sought his death. 
W hen men have reasoned with him: on 
the subject Father Jacquet has shrug­ 
ged bis shoulders. Perhaps he thought 
at sucb tfines of the motto of his order. 
“ For the Greater Glory of God."

The farmers of Crow Wing county, j 
and in fact all those who reside in ! 
the county, should l>e very thankful J 
for conditions which exist, for never j 
before in the history of the county] 
have prospects been so bright at this 
time of the year. 
The general crop 
outlook is exceptionally good and 
even the most optomistic confers 
that prospects in the county were 
never better. 
For the past few years there has 
been a great influx of new settlers in 
the county and consequently by this 
year the acreage has been greatly 
increased. 
Oats is the crop this.year in Crow 
Wing county. 
Most of the farmers 
have sown a great deal of this grain 
but what there is of wheat is of very 
good quality. 
J. M. Elder, who perhaps is about 
as well informed as any man in the 
county on the crop condition, having 
been in the country for several days 
and having driven over a good deal 
of crop area, said this morning. 
“ The acreage this year is wav- 
ahead of former years and especially 
is this true of the oat crop. There is 
more oats sown this year than wheat 
Wheat is very good, what there is of 
it, and during a three days travel 
over the county I don’t think I saw 
one piece even that would go under 
eighteen bushels to the acre. 
I did 
not see a piece of oats that would go 
under 35 bushels to the acre. 
The 
wheat throughout the county will 
average about 21 bushels to the acre; 
oats from 48 to 50 bushels per acre. 
“ The potato crop this year is very 
heavy and I don’t think the dry 
weather affected them v«*rv much. 
The dry weather of course did some 
damage to the early crops but the 
loss from this source this year will 
be very light. 
“ The corn crop is nothing above 
an avergage, and in some localities 
the yield will not exceed that of last 
year. 
While the season last year 
was very dry, there was a rain in 
this county about July I. which came 
in a very opportune time and helped 
the 
corn out 
wonderfully. 
This 
year's crop has not been damaged 
from dry weather but at the first of 
the season the, weather was very un­ 
favorable, there tieing 
too 
much 
moisture. 
“ The berry crop this year has all 
been good. 
The wild strawberries 
and raspberries being very prolific. 
The blue berry crop in the northern 
part of the county has been heavy 
and the fruit has been large. 
‘ The 
farmers throughout 
the 
county are very well satisfied with 
outlook and Crow Wing county will 
see prosperity this fall that it has 
never experienced before.

Acreage in Crow VS ing Greatly Increased 


--Crop Conditions Never 


Better. 


The farmers of Crow Wing county, 
and in fact all those who reside in 
the county, should be very thankful 
for conditions which exist, for never j 
before in the history of the county 
have prospects been so bright at thB 
time of the year. 
The general crop 
outlook is exceptionally good and 
even the most optomistie confess 
that prospects in the county were 
never better. 
For the past few years there has 
been a great influx of new settlers in 
the county and consequently by this 
year the acreage has been greatly 
increased. 
O ats is the crop this.year in Crow 
Wing county. 
Most of the farmers 
have sown a great deal of this grain 
but what there is of wheat is of very 
good quality. 
J . M. Elder, who perhaps is about 
as well informed as any man in the 
county on the crop condition, having 
been in the country for several days 
aud having driven over a good deal 
of crop area, said this morning. 
“ The acreage this year is wav- 
ahead of former years and especially 
is this true of the oat crop. 
There is 
more oats sown this year than wheat 
Wheat is very good, what there is of 
it, and during a three days travel 
over the county I don't think I saw- 
one piece even that would go under 
eighteen bushels to the acre. 
I did 
not see a piece of oats that would go 
under 35 bushels to the acre. 
The 
wheat throughout the county will 
average about 21 bushels to the acre; 
oats from 48 to 50 bushels per acre. 
“ The potato crop this year is very 
heavy aud I don’t think the dry 
weather affected them very much. 
The dry weather of course did some 
damage to the early crops but the 
loss from this source this year will 
be very light. 
“ The corn crop is nothing above 
an avergage, and in some localities 
the yield will not exceed that of last 
year. 
While the season last year 
was very dry, there* was a rain in 
this county about July I, which came 
in a very opportune time and helped

wonderfully.

Better. 


The farmers of Crow Wing county, 
and In fact all those who reside in 
the county, should be very thankful 
for conditions which exist, for never 
before in the history of the county 
have prospects been so bright at this 
time of the year. 
The general crop 
outlook is exceptionally good and 
even the most optomistic confess 
that prospects in the county were 
never better. 
For the past few years there has 
been a great influx of new settlers in 
the county and consequently by this 
year the acreage has been greatly 
increased. 
Oats is the crop this,year in Crow 
Wing county. 
Most of the farmers 
have sown a great deal of this grain 
but what there is of wheat is of very 
good quality. 
J. M. Elder, who perhaps is about 
as well informed as any man in the 
county on the crop condition, having 
been in the country for several days 
and having driven over a good deai 
of crop area, said this morning. 
“The acreage this year is way- 
ahead of former years and especially 
is this true of the oat crop. There is 
more oats sown this year than wheat 
Wheat is very good, what there is of 
it, and during a three days travel 
over the county I don't think I saw 
one piece even that would go under 
eighteen bushels to the acre. I did 
not see a piece of oats that would go 
under 35 bushels to the acre. 
The 
wheat throughout the county will 
average about 21 bushels to the acre; 
oats from 48 to 541 bushels per acre. 
“The potato crop this year is very 
heavy and I don’t think the dry 
weather affected them very much. 
The dry weather of course did some 
damage to the early crops but the 
loss from this source this year will 
be very light. 
“ The corn crop is nothing above 
an avergagc, and in some localities 
the yield will not exceed that of last 
year. 
While the season last year 
was very dry, there was a rain in 
this county about July 1, which came 
in a very opportune time and helped 
the 
corn out 
wonderfully. This 
year’s crop has not been damaged 
from dry weather but at the first of 
the season the, weather was very tin-' 
favorable, there being 
too much 
moisture. 
“The berry crop this year has all 
been good. The wild strawberries 
and raspberries being very prolific. 
The blue berry crop in the northern 
part of the county has been heavy 
and the fruit has been large. 
“The 
farmers throughout 
the 
county are very well satisfied with 
outlook and Crow Wing county will 
see prosperity this fall that it has 
never experienced before.'

The development 
of an 
Industry 
which will convert large tracts of des­ 
ert lands Into profitable properties and 
make the southwestern part of 
the 
t'nited States a source of date supply 
Is promised by experiments being made 
at Phenix, A. T.f in culture of the date, 
tx result worthy of consideration when 
Is known that the United Staten im­ 
ported $001,390.31 worth of dates last 
year, says the New York Post’s special 
correspondent. That the Alate palm will 
ultimately solve the problem of what 
to do with the arid ami alkali lands of 
Arizona ami other western localities 
there seems little doubt. 
Experiments 
made at Phenix by the government sta­ 
tions and by private growers have 
demonstrated the great possibilities of 
the Industry, but renewed interest Is 
being taken by the section of plant 
introduction of the department of agri­ 
culture. Professor I). G. Fairchild, ag­ 
ricultural explorer for the department, 
now traveling in Africa, has procured 
from the delta of the Nile a number of 
suckers or offshoots of the date palm, 
which he has shipped to the depart­ 
ment and which will be distributed in 
the southwestern part of the country. 
The date palm, although grown prof­ 
i t a b l y only In arid and semiarid re­ 
gions, Is not in the proper sense of the 
word a desert plant. 
It requires a 
supply of w ater at the roots, and at 
the same time It delights in a perfectly 
dry ami very hot climate. 
The Alate 
palm Is able to stand much more cold 
than the orange tree, but not so much 


a s a peach tree. 
While the culture of the (late fruit is 
new in the United States, the date 
palm has long been grown in some lo­ 
calities. 
In Florida, California and 
Arizona and restricted areas in a few 
states it has been grown In the open 
ground for decorative purposes for a 
century or possibly longer. 
In Florida 
it seldom fruits, and the fruit produced 
is from an economic standpoint prac­ 
tically worthless. 
At Altar aud llcr- 
mosillo, in Sonora, the early planting* 
of the mission fathers have been con­ 
tinued to the present time, and many 
disced ling dates growing in these cities 
and other places iu Sonora are now 
producing a fairly good quality of 
fruit, bunches of which occasionally 
find their way to American cities. 
At Tucson, A. T., a large date palm 
some 23 feet In height is growing on a 
ranch owned by Joaquin Carrillo. This 
date was planted prior to 1SG5 and Is 
probably the oldest date tree growing 
In Arizona. 
At Yuma, however, there 
are records of seedling dates that have 
been bearing from IO to 13 years, and 
It is probable that a number of them 
have fruited for a number of seasons 
longer. 
Date seeds were planted near 
the territorial prison at Yuma by per­ 
sons employed at that Institution dur­ 
ing the civil war, probably during the 
years 1802-3. 
The plants from these 
seeds are now large trees and have 
fruited for 13 or more years. Between 
IO and 13 years ago a number of seed­ 
l i n g s were planted at Phenix. 
A few 
these seedlings are uow producing 
fruit of a good quality. 
The earliest 
dates 
produced 
in 
California were 
grown at the missions along the coast 
at San Diego and northward, a region 
w here the date palm grows to the size 
of large trees and frequently blossoms, 
but where the fruit does not perfectly 
develop on account of the humidity of 
the atmosphere aud lack of Intense 
summer heat. 
In a few places lo Cal­ 
ifornia dates planted by the" mission 
fathers are still standing, while others 
have gone to decay within the last few 
years. 
It is now an established faet thai 
dates ct a good quality and In com­ 
mercial quantities can be produced in 
the warmer parts of Arizona. Mexico 
and California. During the past year at 
the government experimental station 
farm near Phenix three imported trees 
bore more than 500 pounds, the fruit 
ripening between August and January. 
The fruit placed on the market sold at 
25 cents per pound wholesale at Phe­ 
nix. Thousands of pounds could have 
» 
been sold at this price. Packed in neat 
labeled boxes, they retailed at 50 cents 
to 70 cents per pound. The seeding 
date tree In various parts of the territo­ 
ry bore last year 40 to 200 pounds t*er 
tree. Those of good quality sold for 25 
cents a pound wholesale at Phenix. 
For some years yet the principal part 
of the dates grown in the region will 
be on seedling tree* 
Sot less than 
2.000 trees have been planted during 
the last two years by ranchers near 
Phenix, and most of them are In Ane | 
condition.

At this tim e Morro Castle is crum ­ 
bling with the weight of years and is 
of small account as a fortress. 
Spain 
was IOU years in building It. The fort 
was begun in 1007 by Oregon Gaston, 
governor of Havana, with money from 
the receipts from Mexico, then owned 
by Spain. 
Minions of dollars were 
squandered upon it. and when It was 
completed it was acknowledged to be 
one of the most formidable forts In tile 
world. 
Hut Spain was not satisfied, 
and $3,GOO.OlX> more was expended up 
on the castle during the governorship 
of Juan Francisco Guy mas, who when 
the work was finished said, “ Pass it 
who can!” 
Morro eventually became the most 
dreaded of ail the prisons of Spain. 
Men of ail classes, rich and poor, high­ 
born and humble, have entered its 
gates never to return to their friends. 
Of Morro Castle It might have been 
truthfully said, “All hope abandon ye 
who enter bere.” 
It was really more 
as a prison than as a fort that Morro 
became known throughout the civilized 
world. 
Hundreds u{>on bund reus of 
men have died the slow death of de­ 
spair in its subterranean vaults. 
From 
it there was no escape unless the mug 
Ic I lower of money was at hand to aid 
the unfortunate. 
Borne years before the war of this 
country with Spain Morro Castle was 
restored to Its original use as a fort, 
and Cabanas became the principal pris­ 
on of the isiand and one of the most 
wretched in the world.

The success of this vessel attracted 
attention from foreign navies, and tile 
French at oiica* began again energetic­ 
ally experiments in submarine naviga­ 
tion which had languished for some 
years. On our part we began a vessel 
named the Plunger, a larger boat than 
tile Holland ai ii Intended to be an Im* 
provetnent o v e r the first. Many changes 
In the equipment were made, bi t the 
result, as appears from an Item In a 
recAUit issue of the above mentioned 
paper, lins not been successful, and 
radical clin ages must Im* made, bring­ 
ing lier back nearly to the form of the 
Holland, before she can attain suc­ 
cess. 
In the meantime six other submarine 
boats of the real Holland type were or 
dered by the navy department. 
Four 
of these, the Adder, Moeciissln, Poi* 
poise and Blmrk, are building at El Iva- 
bethport and two, the ( 11111111111*. mid 
Pike, at San Francisco. 
These are all 
of 12o tons displncement. 
They will 
be 03 1-3 feet long. 11 it feet beam and 
will have a gas engine developing 1*K< 
horsepower for propulsion on the sur­ 
face aud an ebbtide motor operated by 
storage batteries nnd developing To 
horsepower for under w ater operations. 
They will carry five Whitehead torpe­ 
does, which can be discharge*I when 
the vessel Is submerged i»r im the sur­ 
face, at ri*st or at full speed. 
The French navy has not used the 
Holland system, but bas developed one 
of Its own, apparently with grout suc­ 
cess. The Gy in note, launched In I HHS, 
was not wholly successful, but tin* 
Gustave Zede, built In 1893, lins within 
a few months been brought to a high 
stat** of perfection. The Morse and the 
Karval have also been proved valuable, 
nnd besides the ten other submarines 
now afloat or building tho French gov­ 
ernment has just ordered the construc­ 
tion of 20 more, ten to be built at Tou­ 
lon,on the M editerranean: six at Roche­ 
fort and four at Cherbourg, on the At­ 
lantic const. 
Great Britain affected at First to dis- 
regard the subm arine boat experiments 
of our own and the French navies, but 
within a few months the news leaked 
out that the adm iralty had ordered 
five vessels of the Holland type, which 
are now under construction 
by the 
Vickers-Maxi rn company. 
These ves­ 
sels are duplicates of those building 
for the United States. 
Italy and Nor­ 
way are experimenting with subm a­ 
rines also, the former country having 
In hand the Delflno, of 107 tons dis­ 
placement, while the Norwegian navy 
proposes to build six Holland vessels. 
Sweden, too, has taken lip the subject, 
but is inclined to approve n system de­ 
vised by a Swedish engineer named 
Enroth rather th in to follow the Hol­ 
land type. 
The Enroth bout is of I IO 
tons displacement 
when 
submerged 
and uses steam and condensed air for 
submarine propulsion. 
She will carry 
four Whitehead torpedoes. 
Almost every navy has carried sub­ 
marine vessels of some sort on Its list 
for years.

Industry 
which will convert large tracts of des­ 
ert lands Into profitable properties and 
make the southwestern part of 
the 
United States a source of date supply 
Is promised by experiments bein? made 
a t Phenix, A. T., In culture of the date, 


j \ result worthy of consideration when 
is known that the* United Staten im­ 
ported $001,596.31 worth of dates last 
year, says the New York Post’s special 
correspondent. T hat the date palm will 
ultimately solve the problem of w hat 
to do with the arid and alkali lands of 
Arizona and other western localities 
there seems little doubt. 
Experiments 
m ade at Phenix by the government sta­ 
tions and by private growers have 
demonstrated the great possibilities of 
the industry, but renewed Interest is 
being taken by the section of plant 
introduction of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture. Professor D. G. Fairchild, ag­ 
ricultural explorer for the department, 
now traveling in Africa, has procured 
from the delta of the Nile a num ber of 
suckers or offshoots of the d ate palm, 
which he has shipped to the depart­ 
m ent and which will be distributed in 
the southwestern part of the country. 
The date palm, although grown prof­ 
i t a b l y only In arid and semiarid re­ 
gions, is not in the proper sense of the 
word a desert plant. 
It requires a 
supply of w ater at the roots, and at 
the same time it delights in a perfectly 
dry and very hot climate. 
The date 
palm Is able to stand much more cold 
than the orange tree, but not so much 
as a peach tree. 
While the culture of the date fruit is 
new in the United States, the date 
palm has long been grown in some lo­ 
calities. 
In Florida, California and 
Arizona aud restricted areas in a few 
states it has been grown in the open 
ground for decorative purposes for a 
century or possibly longer. 
Iii Florida 
it seldom fruits, and the fruit produced 
is from an economic standpoint prac­ 
tically worthless. 
At Altar and ller- 
mosillo, in Sonora, the early plantings 
of the mission fathers have been con­ 
tinued to the present time, aud many 
^seedling dates growing in these cities 
and other places iii Sonora are now 
producing a fairly good quality of 
fruit, bunches of which occasionally 
find their way to American cities. 
At Tucson, A. T., a large date palm 
some 25 feet In height is growing on a 
ranch owned by Joaquin Carrillo. This 
date was planted prior to 18C5 and is 
probably the oldest date tree growing 
in Arizona. 
At Yuma, however, there 
are records of seedling dates that have 
been bearing from IO to 15 years, and 
It is probable that a number of them 
have fruited for a number of seasons 
longer. 
Date seeds were planted near 
the territorial prison at Yuma by per­ 
sons employed at that institution dur­ 
ing the civil war. probably during the 
years 1862-3. 
The plants from these 
seeds are now large trees and have 
fruited for 15 or more years. 
Between 
IO and 15 years ago a number of seed­ 
l i n g s were planted at Phenix. 
A few 
^■of these seedlings are now producing 
fruit of a good quality. 
The earliest 
dates 
produced 
iii 
California were 
grown at the missions along the coast 
a t San Diego and northward, a region 
where the date palm grows to the size 
of large trees aud frequently blossoms, 
but where the fruit does not perfectly 
develop on account of the humidity of 
the atmosphere aud lack of Intense 
summer heat. 
In a few places in Cal­ 
ifornia dates planted by the mission 
fathers are still standing, while other* 
have gone to decay within the last few 
years. 
It Is now an established fact thai 
dates ot a good quality and In com­ 
mercial quantities can be produced in 
the w anner parts of Arizona, Mexico 
and California. During the past year at 
the government exj>er1mental station 
farm near Phenix three imported trees 
bore more than 500 pounds, the fruit 
ripening between August and January. 
The fruit placed on the market sob! at 
25 cents per pound wholesale at Phe­ 
nix. Thousands of pounds could have 
-been sold at this price. Packet! In neat 
^labeled boxes, they retailed at 50 cents 
to 70 cents per pound. The seeding 
date tree In various parts of the territo­ 
ry bore last year 40 to 2uo pounds per 
tree. Those of good quality sold for 25 
cents a pound wholesale at Phenix. 
For some years yet the principal part 
of the dates grown In the region will 
be on seedling trees. 
Not less than 
2.000 trees have been planted during 
the last two years by ranchers near 
Phenix, and most of them are In fine 
condition.

des. for there had been no previous 
intimation of such a purpose. 
It was 
supposed that everything this govern­ 
ment thought wise and proper to de­ 
mand had been included in the [Matt 
measure. 
The fortress is to be made as nearly 
Impregnable as possible and will be 
equipped with modern artillery. 
It is 
understood that the idea of the govern­ 
ment is that with Morro fortified by 
United States troops Cuba may be as­ 
sisted in defending herself against tier 
possible enemies, and by that same to­ 
ken the United States may be protect­ 
ed against unw arranted action by the 
new republic to Ik* against the count!y 
th at wrested her from Siam Is Ii tyranny. 
It is said that a treaty is in prepara­ 
tion, as between this country and Cu­ 
ba, which will provide for the retention 
of tile fort and that the United States 
commissioners who will arrange the 
m atter will Insist upon this point until 
compliance is secured, the foregone con­ 
clusion being that the Cubans will 
make a vigorous protest 
At this time Morro Castle is crum ­ 
bling with the weight o f years and is 
o f small account as a fortress. 
Spain

The fort 
was begun in 1667 by Oregon Gaston, 
governor o f H avana, with money from 
the receipts from Mexico, then owned 
by Spain. 
Millions of dollars were 
squandered upon it, ami when it was 
completed it was acknowledged to be 
one of the most formidable forts In the 
world. 
But Spain was not satisfied, 
and $3,000,696 more was expended up­ 
on the castle during the governorship 
of Juan Francisco Guy mas, who when 
the work was finished said, "Pass it 
who can!" 
Morro eventually became the most 
dreaded of all the prisons of Spain. | ie jg 
Men of ail classes, rich and poor, high­ 
born and humble, have entered its 
gates never to return to their friends. 
Of Morro Castle it might have been 
truthfully said. “ AU hope abandon ye 
who enter bere.” 
It was really more 
os a prison than as a fort that Morro 
became known throughout the civilized 
world. 
Hundreds uikmi hundreds of 
men have died the slow death of de­ 
spair in Its subterranean vaults. 
From 
ll there was no escape unless the mag­ 
ic |K>wer of money was at hand to ahi 
the unfortunate. 
Some year* before the w ar of this 
country with Spain Morro Castle was 
restored to Its original use as a fort, 
and Cabana* became the principal pris­ 
on of the island and one of the most 
wretched la the world.

The feat of the French submarine 
bout G ustave Zede in attaching a dum­ 
my torpedo mitier water to the hull of 
f in­ 
terest in itself, but Important ehioii} 
as showing the extent to which man’s 
control of “the waters under tin* earth’ 
has reached. 
Although attem pts to produce sub­ 
marine vessels have bee si made for 
centuries past, it is only within the 
last four or five years that one of them 
j has attained a measure of success, 
j says the New York Sun. T hat attempt 
I was made l r Mr. John P. Holland of 
New York city, who, after 30 y e a r s of 
I trial and failure, at kist produced the 
vessel named for bim, the Holland. 
Mr. Holland’s first submarine vessel 
w as built during the sixties. 
His first 
successful vessel was launched in 1897, 
I tested continuously by tin* government 
for many months aud finally I ought 
for the navy. 
| 
The success of this vessel attracted 
attention from foreign navies, a ml the 
I French a t once began again energetic- 
I ally experiments in submarine naviga- 
j tion which bad languished for some 
I years. 
On our part we began iv vessel 
named th e Plunger, a larger boat than 
the Holland ni d Intended to be sui im­ 
provement over the first. Many changes 
la the equipment were made, bi t the 
result, as appears from an item in si 
recent issue of the above mentioned 
paper, bas not been successful, and 
radical changes must be made, bring­ 
ing her back nearly to the form of th** 
Holland, before she can attain suc­ 
cess. 
In the meantime six other submarine 
boats of th** real Holland type were or­ 
dered by the navy department. 
Four 
of these, the Adder, M o eea ssin , Pot* 
poise anti Shark, art* building at Eliza- 
bet hpt»rt and two, the Grampus and 
Pike, at San Francisco. 
These are jill 
of 120 tons displacement. 
They will 
be 63 1-3 feet long, li q feet beam ami 
will have a gas engine developing 160 
horse]nm’cr for propulsion on th** sur­ 
face anti J’.n electric motor operated by 
storage batteries ami developing TO 
horsepower for limier w ater operations. 
They will carry five Whitehead torpe­ 
does, which can be discharged when 
the vessel Is submerged or on the sur­ 
face, at rest or lit full speed. 
The French navy has not use*I the 
Holland system, but bas developed one 
of Its own, apparently with great suc­ 
cess. 
The Gymnote, launched in I KSM, 
w as not wholly successful, but tin* 
G ustave Zede, built in 1893, has within 
a few months been brought to a high 
state of perfection. The Morse and the 
Narva I have also been proved valuable, 
and besides the ten other submarines 
now afloat or building the French gov­ 
ernm ent has just ordered the construc­ 
tion of 20 rn or**, ten to I*** built at Tou­ 
lon, on the Mediterranean: six at Boche- 
fort and four at Cherbourg, on the At­ 
lantic coast. 
G reat Britain affected at first to dis­ 
regard the subm arine boat experiments 
of our own aud the French navies, but 
within a few months the news b aked 
out th at the adm iralty had ordered 
five vessels of the Holland type. which 
are now under const ruction 
by the 
Vlckers-Maxim company.

Is promised by experiments being made 
at rhenlx, A. T., In culture of tbe date, 
^ 
result worthy of consideration when 
la known that tbe United State.» im­ 
ported f 001.51*-.31 worth of dates last 
year, says tbe New York Post’s special 
correspondent. That the date palm will 
ultimately solve tbe problem of what 
to do with the arid and alkali lands of 
Arizona and other western localities 
there seems little doubt. 
Experiments 
made at Pbenlx by the government sta­ 
tions and by private growers have 
demonstrated the great possibilities of 
tbe Industry, but renewed Interest Is 
being taken by tbe section of plant 
Introduction of the department of agri­ 
culture. Professor 1). G. Fairchild, ag­ 
ricultural explorer for the department, 
now traveling In Africa, has procured 
from tbe delta of tbe Nile a number of 
suckers or offshoots of tbe date palm, 
whlcb be baa shipped to the depart­ 
ment and wblcb w ill be distributed in 
tbe southwestern part of the country. 
The date palm, although grow n prof­ 
it a b ly only In arid and semiarfd re­ 
gions, la not In tbe proper sense of the 
word a desert plant 
It requires a 
supply of water at tbe roots, and at 
tbe same time It delights In a perfectly 
dry and very hot climate. 
The date 
palm la able to stand much more cold 
than the orange tree, but not so much 
as a peach tree. 
While tbe culture of the date fruit la 
newr In the United States, the date 
palm has long been grown In some lo­ 
calities. 
In Florida, California and 
Arizona and restricted areas In a few 
states It has been grown In the open 
ground for decorative purposes for a 
ceotury or possibly longer, lu Florida 
it seldom fruits, and the fruit produced 
la from an economic standpoint prac­ 
tically worthless. 
At Altar and Her- 
moslllo, lu Sonora, the early plantings 
of tbe mission fathers have been con­ 
tinued to tbe present time, and many 
^seedling dates growing In these cities 
and other places In Sonora are now* 
producing a fairly good quality of 
fru it bunches of which occasionally 
find their way to American cities. 
At Tucson, A. T., a large date palm 
some 25 feet In height Is growing on a 
ranch owned by Joaquín Carrillo. This 
date was planted prior to 1005 and la 
probably the oldest date tree grow ing 
In Arizona. 
At Yuma, however, there 
are records of seedling dates that have 
been bearing from 10 to 15 years, and 
It Is probable that a number of them 
have fruited for a number of seasons 
longer. 
Date seeds were planted neat* 
the territorial prison at Yuma by per­ 
sons employed at that institution dur­ 
ing the civil war, probably during the 
years 1802-3. 
The plants from these 
seeds are now large trees and have 
fruited for 15 or more years. Between 
10 and 15 years ago a number of seed­ 
lin g s were planted at Pbenlx. 
A few 
wnaf these seedlings are now producing 
fruit of a good quality. 
The earliest 
dates 
produced 
In California were 
grown at the missions along the coast 
at San Diego and northward, a region 
where the date palm grows to the size 
of large trees and frequently blossoms, 
hot where the fruit does not perfectly 
develop on account of the humidity of 
tbe atmosphere and lack of Interne 
summer beat In a few place* In Cal­ 
ifornia dates planted by tbe* mission 
fathers ire still standing, while others 
ba ve gone to decay within the last few 
year*. 
It Is now an established fact than 
dates of a good quality and la com­ 
mercial quantities can be produced In 
the wanner parts of Arisons. Mexico 
and California. During tbe past year at 
tbe government experimental station 
farm near Pbenlx three imported trees 
bore more than 500 pounds, tbe fruit 
ripening between August and January. 
Tbe fruit placed on the market sold at 
25 cents per pound wholesale at Pbe* 
nix. Thousands of pounds could hive 
-been sold it this price. Picked In neat 
la b e le d boxes, they retailed at 50 cents 


to 70 cents per pound. Tbe seeding 
date bee la various parta of tbe territo­ 
ry bora last year 40 to 900 pounds per 
tie*. Those of good quality sold for 23 
cents a pound wholesale at Pbenlx. 
For some year* yet tbe principal part 
of tbe dates grown la tbe region will 
be on seedling tress. Hot Isas than 
2.000 trees bare been planted dunng 
tbe last two years by ranchers year 
Pbenlx. and most of them are la fine 
condition.__________________

Spain 
was 100 years In building it The fort 
was begun In 1007 by Oregon Gaston, 
governor of Havana, with money from 
tbe receipts from Mexico, then owned 
by Spain. 
Mill Ions of dollars were 
squandered opon It and when It was 
completed It was acknowledged to lie 
one of the most formidable forts In the 
world. 
But Spain was not satisfied, 
aud f3.uu0.uiw more was expended up 
on tbe castle during tbe governorship 
of Juan Francisco Guy mas. who when 
the work was finished said, ’’Pasa It 
who can I” 
Morro eventually became the most 
dreaded of all the prisons of Spain. 
Men of all classes, rich aud poor, high­ 
born and humble, have entered Its 
gate* never to return to their friends 
Of Morro Castle It might have been 
truthfully said. “ All hope abandon ye 
who enter bene” 
It was really more 
as a prison than as a fort that Morro 
became known throughout the civilized 
norkl. 
Hundreds upon bundreus of 
men have died the slow death of de­ 
spair In its subterranean vaults. From 
It there was no escape unless tbe mag­ 
ic power of money was at band to aid 
tbe unfortunate. 
Some years before tbe war of tbis 
country with Spain Morro Cattle was 
restored to Its original use aa a fort, 
and Cabanas became tbe principal pris­ 
on of tbe Island and one of the meet 
wretched In tbe world.

Although attempts to produce Mile 
marine vessels have been made for 
centuries past, It Is only within the 
last four or five years that one of them 
has attained a measure of suet es»,

was uiade by Mr. John P. Holla ml of 
New York city, who, after 30 years of 
trial and failure, at Last produced the 
vessel named for him, the Holland. 
Mr. Holland’s first submarine vessel 
J was built during the sixth*. 
His first 
successful Vessel was launched In 1*97, 
tested continuously by the government 
for many months and finally I «ought 
for the navy. 
The success of Ibis vessel attracted 
attention from foreign navies, and the 
French at one* began again energetic­ 
ally exj»crlincuts in submarine naviga­ 
tion which had languished for roma 
years. On our part, we began a. vessel 
named the Plunger, a larger boat than 
the Holland at <1 intended to t*e an Im­ 
provement o' er the first. Many changes 
In the equipment were made, hut tbe 
result, as apfN-ars from an Item In a 
recent Issue of the above mentioned 
paper, has not l**en auccessful, and 
radk*nt changes must Is* made, bring­ 
ing her l»aek nearly to the form of the 
Holland, before she can attain suc­ 
cess. 
Ill the uieautliue six other submarine 
boats of tbe leal Holland tyjs* were or­ 
dered by the navy department. 
Four 
of these, the Adder, Moccnssln, For 
potse and Shark, are building at Eliza- 
bethport and two, the Uramptis and 
Pike, at San Francisco. 
Them- are all 
of 13» tons «Bap»cement. 
They w ill 
be 68 1-3 feet long, 11% feet bean* and 
w ill have a gas engine developing ItJP 
horsepower for propulsion on the sur­ 
face and nn electric motor operated by 
storage batteries and developing 70 
horsepower for under water operation». 
They will carry five Whltelmad torpe­ 
does, which call i«e discharged when 
the vessel Is submerged or ou the sur­ 
face, at rest or at full speed. 
The French navy has not tis»*d the 
Holland system, but has tleveloped one 
of It* own, apparently w ith great suc­ 
cess. The Gymnote. launched In 1MMH, 
was not wholly successful, but the 
Gustave Zede. built In IflUB. lias within 
a few months been brought to a high 
•tate of perfection. Tbe Morse and tbe 
Narval have also been proved valuable, 
and besides tbe ten other submarine* 
now afloat or building the French gov­ 
ernment has just ordered the construc­ 
tion of 20 more, ten to l»e built at Tou­ 
lon, on the Mediterranean; six at Iloche- 
fort and four at Cherbourg, on the At­ 
lantic coast. 
Great Britain affected at first to dis­ 
regard the submarine boat experiments 
of our own uud the French navies, but 
within a few mouths the news leaked 
out that the admiralty had ordered 
five vessels of tbe Holland fyjte, which 
are now under construction 
by the 
Vlckers-Maxtm company. 
These ves­ 
sels are duplicates of those building 
for the United Atales. 
Italy and Nor­ 
way are exjicrimeuting with subma­ 
rine* also, the former country having 
In band tbe Del fino, of 107 tons dis­ 
placement. while the Norwegian navy 
proposes to build sis Holland vessels. 
Sweden, too» has taken up the subject 
but la Inclined to approve a system de­ 
vised by a Swedish engineer named 
Enroth rather than to follow the Hol­ 
land type. 
The Enroth boat Is of 1 Hi 
Iona displacement 
when 
submerged 
and uses steam and condensed sir for 
submarine propulsion. 
She w ill carry 
four Whitehead torpedoes. 
Almost every nsvy has carried sub­ 
marine vessels of some sort on Its list 
for years. 
Turkey baa bad two such 
vessels since 18WÍ, and. as seen above, 
tbe 
successful 
Gustave 
Zede 
was 
launched In 1*4X1. 
But It is owing to

Tbe secret of 
Its execution was Imparted to the play­ 
ers who represent America previous to 
the sailing of Dsvts and Ward to take 
part lu tbe English 
championship*», 
They refrained from using It In Erig 
land, so as to have something pteasaLt j 
In reservo for the foreignere when they j 
come here. 
The new service is a v arte tiro of the 
chop stroke, fiequeotiy nard by tennis j 
players In volleying In ordrr to d#**den 
the bell and cause It to fall abort when

Holcomb* Ward devoted hours on the 
New York club courts to perfecting 
It to the point of s certainty before 
sailing for Europe. The other men of 
the American quartet—Whit man, D» 
vis sod Earned—have ateo developed it 
to a high degree of proficiency. 
W ith this new trick up their sleeves 
and the splendid ability possessed by 
every meml*er of the American team 
there Is little chance of tbs Engllibuir* 
defeating the Yankees this season for 
tbe emblem which stands for the su 
protnacy of the tennis courts.

W ith the closest scrutiny It becom» 
trident that the bee does not, like 
other creatures, house Its tongue to Its 
mouth, but ftcatly folds tt back tMUcath 
Its head. 
Burnt del H*es, when disturb­ 
ed, turn* a way of threatening with 
their jaws, while the honeybee has 
the more direct metltod of settling in­ 
truder* with her sting. 
The Jaws of the bee are very credit­ 
able organs ami emu give quite a for­ 
midable nip. Fateh a lev la a net and 
aee how viciously tt w ill bite at the 
meshes, working Its Jaws tideways In­ 
stead of up and dowu. 
W e call this wotHlerfu! implement of 
th* l»ee a tongue, hut In reality It la 
more titan this, for the whole arrange- 
mcut consists of two slender fila menta 
railed maxilla*, the under lip and the 
actual tongue. If a ffrop of honey lies 
near the surface of a (tower, the slen­ 
der, active tongue, darting out front 
the case formed by the masilla*, licks 
It up with the same ease that a dog 
licks a plate, fUioukl the tub* of the 
fio weir be elongated the bee has at 
command another length of trogoe, 
which Is alud out from within and 
shuts up like a telescope when no 
longer wanted. 
To 
appreciate 
fully this deilcste 
organ you should watch the bee sepa­ 
rate It Into Its cotupooeot parts and 
clean It out Tbe lengthening proce» 
of the proboscis, os the tongue and its 
silled psru are sometimes called, te 
sceomphsbed by a serte* of springs and 
binges. In addition to this tetesroplng 
power, the tongos te a hairy member, 
the hairs arranged In rings, tbo longest 
ones toward the center. They assist In 
lifting In tbe nectar and In pumping It 
Into tbo mouth. Thence tt go» to tlio 
honey sack. —Fiuuttauquan.

bands. G reat stress Is laid on d urab ili­ 
ty an d neatness, and old boxes a re nev­ 
er used. 
For shipm ent to A frica anil 
A ustralia the pieces are w rapped In oil 
imper aud the eases line*! w ith tin. Tile 
tin Is carefully soldered to m ake It 
w eather tight. M erchandise packed In 
this rannner m ay In* sent to tile most 
distan t countries w ithout dam age. By 
some m an u fac tu rers th e covers of the 
boxes a re fastened w ith screw s to pre­ 
vent theft. Nothing is neglected to In­ 
sure a rrival In good condition, and the 
neat and sub stan tial w ay in which the 
goods a re packed c anno t fall to m ake a 
favorable impression 
upon th e p u r­ 
chaser. 
In m aking shipm ents to Europe our 
exporters should w rap their goods so as 
to exclude m oisture and pack them iu 
strong wooden boxes. The boxes should 
be nailed w ith wire nails and strapped 
w ith iron bauds. Goods in bales should 
be securely w rapped In oilcloth lined 
w ith paper to prevent its ad herin g to 
the contents aud covered with strong 
canvas. T he bales should then Is* press­ 
ed and hooped w ith Iron. Economy of 
space is an im portant consideration. 
Special care should In* tak en by our 
m an u fa c tu rers to w ra p articles of cast 
Iron so as to avoid shifting. On account 
of careless packing goods of tills class 
frequently arriv e here either broken or 
rusty. T he l*ottoms of the cases should 
Ive well fastened. C are Is also necessa­ 
ry in driving nails, which ar** often 
found to have penetrated and dam aged 
the contents of the boxes. Considering 
the distance the goods are transp orted 
and the am o un t of handling they re­ 
ceive the package Is often sadly inad 
equate. 
As an Illustration of this a numb* r 
of large A m erican stoves w ere ordered 
by a local m erchant, and upon th eir a r ­ 
rival some of them w ere badly broken 
and m any of the su ltrie r a tta c h m e n ts— 
such as screw s, knobs, etc.—missing, 
'i he stoves were packed 
la 
crates 
w eighing over 400 pounds, which m ade 
careful handling Impossible. 
The a t­ 
tachm ents. Including the heavy lids, 
were put in the ovens loose and shifted 
noisily abou t w henever the crates were 
moved. 
Of course all orders w ere can­ 
celed. 
R egarding our preserved fruits, they 
would sell m uch better if put up in 
glass bottles, even lf the prices were 
a little higher. 
T here Is a great deal 
of prejudice ag ain st tinned goods, as 
It la In h e re d they m ight be poisonous.

houses are In excellent condition, and 
Injury from the elements is a rare oc­ 
currence.* The facilities for handling 
shipments are fair, and, although much 
time is lost by Impractical and unsys­ 
tematic methods, it must fie admitted 
that great care is taken to avoid d am ­ 
age. 
The laws oil this point are very 
severe, and negligence is promptly cen­ 
sured. 
Naturally a great deal depends 
upon proper [flicking, and as this ques­ 
tion is an important factor In the de­ 
velopment of our foreign trade the fol­ 
lowing information will no doubt prove 
of interest to American exporters: 
In most European countries great a t­ 
tention is given to good packing, as no 
m atter how excellent the goods they 
are sure to lose in value if badly put 
up. For dress goods, which form the 
bulk of the exportations from this dis­ 
trict. strong boxes are made to hold a 
certain number of pieces. The goods 
are then packed in firmly, each piece 
being wrapped in strong glazed paper. 
The box Itself is lined with oiled paper, 
so as to preserve its contents from 
dampness, 
and 
strapped 
with 
Iron 
bands. Great stress is laid on durabili­ 
ty and neatness, and old I foxes arc* nev­ 
er used. For shipment to Africa and 
Australia the pieces are wrapped In oil 
paper aud the cases lined with tin. Tile 
tin is carefully soldered to make it 
weather tight. Merchandise packed in 
this m anner may be sent to the most 
distant countries without damage. By 
some m anufacturers the covers of the 
boxes are fastened with screws to pre­ 
vent th e ft Nothing Is neglected to in­ 
sure arrival in good condition, and the 
neat and substantial way in which the 
gorals are packed cannot fail to make a 
favorable Impression 
upon the pur­ 
chaser. 
In making shipments to Europe our 
exporters should wrap their goods so as 
to exclude moisture and pack them lu 
strong wooden boxes. The boxes should 
be nailed with wire nails aud strapped 
with iron bauds. Goods In bales should 
be securely wrapped In oilcloth lined 
with puffer to prevent its adhering to 
Hie contents and covered with strong 
canvas. The bales should then be press­ 
ed and hooped with iron. Economy of 
space is an Important consideration. 
Special care should la* taken by our 
m anufacturers to w rap articles of cast 
Iron so as to avoid shifting. On account 
of careless packing goods of fids class 
frequently arrive here either broken or 
rusty. The Itottoms of the cases should 
In* well fastened, (’are Is also necessa­ 
ry In driving nails, which are often 
found to have penetrated and damaged 
the contents of the boxes. C onsidering 
the distance the goods ure trau*|iorted 
aud the amount of handling they re­ 
ceive the package Is often sadly Inad­ 
equate. 
As an Illustration of this a num ber 
of large American stoves were ordered 
by a local merchant, and uiatn their a r­ 
rival some of them were badly broken 
sud many of the smaller attachm ents— 
such as screws, knobs, etc.—missing. 
I he stoves w ere packed 
iu 
crates 
weighing over 4tiO pounds, which made 
careful handling Impossible. 
The a t­ 
tachments, Including the heavy lids, 
w ere put In the ovens loose and shifted 
noisily abo ut whenever the crates were 
moved. Of course all orders were can­ 
celed. 
Regarding our preserved fruits, they 
would sell much better lf put tiff in 
glass lad ties, even If the prices were 
a little higher.

Railroad tmnsportnf'ou, as far a* 
protection of goods agaiust damage I» 
concerned. Is siitisfactory. In prompt­ 
ness. however, It Is inferior to t^ut of 
the United States. 
Tlie storage ware­ 
houses are In excellent condition, and 
Injury from the elements Is a rare oc­ 
currence.- The facilities for handling 
shlpmcnti are fair, and, although much 
time Is lost by Impractical and unsys­ 
tematic methods, it must be admitted 
that great care Is taken to avoid dam­ 
age. 
H ie laws on this point are very 
severe, and negligence Is promptly cen­ 
sured. Naturally a great deal depends 
upon proper (tacking, and as this ques­ 
tion Is an Important factor In the de­ 
velopment of our foreign trade the fol­ 
lowing Information w ill no doubt prove 
of Interest to American exporters: 
In most European countries great at­ 
tention la given to good packing, as no 
matter how excellent the goods they 
are sure to lose In value If tiadly put 
op. For drew* goods, which form the 
bulk of the expcirtatlotta from this dis­ 
trict. strong Isixes are made to hold a 
certain numl*er of pieces. The good# 
are then pinked In firmly, cacti piece 
being wrapped In strong gtaxed paper. 
Tbe box Itself Is lined with oiled pft(K*r, 
so as to (ireserve Its contents from 
dampness, and strapped 
with 
Iron 
hands. Great stress Is laid on durabili­ 
ty and neatness, and old Itoxes are nev­ 
er used. For shipment to Africa and 
Australia the pieces are w rapped In oil 
paper and the cases lined with tin. The 
tin Is carefully soldered to make It 
weather tight. Merchandise packed In 
this manner may tie sent to the most 
dista ut count rk-s without damage. By 
some manufacturers the covers of the 
boxes are fastened with screws to pre­ 
vent theft Nothing Is neglected to In­ 
sure arrival to good condition, and tlie 
neat and substantial way In which the 
goods are 'packed cannot fall to make a 
favorable Impression upon tbe pur­ 
chaser. 
In making shipments to Europe our 
exporters should wrap their goods so as 
to exclude moisture and pock them to 
strong wooden boxes. The boxes should 
be nailed with wire nails and strapped 
with Iron lands. Goods In hales should 
be securely wrapped In oilcloth lined 
with paper to prevent its adhering to 
the content* and covered with strong 
canvas. The tales should then tie press­ 
ed and hooped with Iron. Economy of 
space Is an Important consideration. 
Special care should he taken by our 
manufacturers to wrap articles of cast 
Iron so as to avoid shifting. On account 
of careless packing goods of thla class 
frequently arrive here either broken or 
rusty. The Itottoms of the cases should 
be well fastened, ( are Is also necesaa 
ry In driving nails, which an* often 
found to have penetrated and damaged 
the contents of the boxes. Considering 
the distance tbe goods are tru imported ( 
and the amount of handling they re­ 
ceive the package Is often sadly luad 
equate. 
Aa an Illustration of this a number 
of large American stoves were ordered 
b j a local merchant, and upon their ar­ 
rival some of them were badly broken 
and many of the stm\ller attachments— 
such aa screws, knobs, etc.—missing, 
'ibe stoves were packed 
to 
crates 
weighing over 4uO pounds, which made 
careful handling Impossible. 
The at­ 
tachments, including the heavy lids, 
were put In the ovens loose and Shifted 
noisily about whenever the crates were 
moved.
